of this column1 
that non-taxable 
bonds are 
around 
their lowest 
prices for a long number of years. 
As an illustration, state of Massa­ 
chusetts highly rated bonds car­ 
rying the full faith and credit of 
the state, fre® of all federal and 
state taxes, w/hich sold at par in 
1950 ran now he bought around 
$5 cents. This is the lowest price 
in their history- 
This decline is due to the con­ 
stantly increasing interest rates 
of the past several years. 
There 
is no other logical reason. While 
the stock m ark et has been climb­ 
ing since 1949 (when *he Dow- 
Jones 
industrial 
average 
was 
around 165, in conti ast to today’s 
level of around 500), bonds have 
been 
declining. 
Yet 
the 
bond 
market is just as susceptible to 
the law of action and reaction as 
the stock m arket 
When stocks 
are clearly in a hear movement 
and money rate s decline, bonds 
will again go u p in price. There­ 
fore, non-taxable bonds may he 
in the position today that the blue 
chips were eight years ago when 
they were selling at a third of 
their present prices. 
Certain hanks and other insti­ 
tutions which are large bond buy­ 
ers state th at there are reasons 
other than increased interest rates 
why municipal bonds are selling 
so low’. 
Due to tho possibility of 
World W ar I II some of the sav­ 
ings institutions have been soli­ 
ng the bonds of large cities, espe­ 
cially 
industrial 
cities 
w’hieh 
could be ta rg e ts for bombing. At 
the same time, these institutions 
have found it 
very difficult to 
sell the unlisted bonds of smsll 
cities and 
towns, 
even j though 
they are perfectly safe and yield 
around four p>er cent income tax 
free. 
I believe turnpike bonds should 
he a logical oxception to the above 
situation. 
T hey have both secur­ 
ity and m arketability. 
The con­ 
servative 
financial 
institutions 
say they do not like them because 
they are revenue bonds, dependent 
upon the earnings of the turnpike. 
Yet, every corporation bond is a

T he non-taxable fea­ 
ture of turnpike bonds, however, 
far exceeds the slight risk of de­

turnpike. Which “starts nowhere 
and ends now here,’' has failed to 
make good.

Everyone wants

time and also it is very much 
safer driving on a six-lane modern 
turnpike. 
These turnpikes can never ho 
built for less than their present 
cost. 
Therefore, tho government 
in its now road building program 
should he glad to tako over any 
of those turnpikes and then pay 
the bondholders in full. I am also 
told that the present thought in 
Washngton is to spend funds on 
widening and straightening pres­ 
ent two-lane highways to m ake 
them four-lane and six-lano roads 
rather than putting all the money 
into new turnpikes.
